PRESIDENT MAY AID. 
WILL WASH OFF STAIN. 
{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] John L. Lennon, a nephew 
of J. L. Sullivan, may be restored to 
duty in the marine corps by order of 
President Roosevelt.’ .Lennon is now 
serving a sentence of one years’ im: 
prisonment at Fort Jay, Governor's 
Island, for deserting from the matfine 
corps at Manzanilio, Cuba. 
Sullivan appealed to the President, in 
behalf of Lennon, to remove the stig- 
ma of desertion. Mr. Roosevelt has 
advised the Navy Department that he 
does not believe that Lennon intended 
to desert when he absented himself 
from his post, and said he would like 
to commute the sentence. 
The President has the power to ter- 
minate the imprisonment of Lennon, 
but what is desired is to remove the 
stigma of desertion and allow the young 
man to serve his term of enlistment.

PHILADELPHIA, May 13.—{Exclu- 
sive Disuatch.}] Expecting death any 
moment himself, and unwilling to leave 
his five-year-old daughter beh'!nd him, 
Francis M. Shults shot his child in 
Fairmount Park this evening, held her 
on his lap until she bled to death, and 
then cut his own throat. The father is 
in the Presbyterian Hospital, and may 
recover from his wound. The child is 
in the Morgue. 

Shults was a salesman, 50 years old, 
and his wife is considerably younger. 
In addition to the daughter, Hazel, 
there is a baby about 19 months old. 

For a year Shults has been suffering 
from heart disease. His doctors had 
told him that the disease was incurable, 
and that all he could do was to take 
Care of himself. Afraid to die, the

Hazel was the apple of his eye. Her 
father took her downtown at noon to- 
day, bought her candy and soda water, 
and then took her out to Fairmount 
Park and shot her through the heart.

REACHING SAN FRANCISCO. 


Shriners Who Escaped the Wreck Telli 
sof the Awful Experiences of the 

Victims, 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 13.—Three 
trains bearing Shriners have arrived 
from the scene of the wreck. An ¢x- 
cursion train containing twenty-five 
Shriners, ,which had been but a few 
miles behind the wrecked train, ar- 
rived late last evening. The train 
was switched around the wreck, and 
the passengers agree in the statement 
that it was the most deplorable sight 
that they ever witnessed. 

Dr. Ware of Cincinnati, who the 
first physician to reach the scene, told 
a graphic story of the terrible scenes 
that he witnessed. The most pathetic 
incident was the death of a bride and 
groom at almost the same instant, each 
believing that the other still lived. 

L. N. Ellenbogen and his bride were 
members of the excursion party. They 
were thrown from the coach on oppo- 
site sides of the track as it rolled over 
upon the track. Both were mortally in- 
jured, but retained consciousness and 
exhibited remarkable bravery. 

The wife's first thought was for her 
husband, and the husband's first 
thought was for his wife. 

“Tell my wife that I am all right,” 
murmured Ellenbogen to the physi- 
cian. “Give her my love and let me 
know how she is.” 

Mrs. Ellenbogen, In return, sent a 
message of love to her husband, with 
the assurance that she was all right. 
Before the physician could carry an- 
other massage both had passed away. 

Dr. Ware was compelled to use drift- 
wood for pillows and cut up the sheets 
on the train for bandages. 

DEFECTIVE SWITCH? 

H. Thornton, the head of a large 
party of Shriners from Meridian, Miss., 
who came through from Los Argeles 
on the second section of the wrecked 
Shriner special, is at a local hotel. He 
is a railroad man of many years’ ex- 
perience and is not satisfied that the 
disaster was caused by a defective 
switch. According to his statement, 
the sleepers were not badly affected by 
the wreck and are largely intact. They 
were flung in every direction, one of 
them ahead of the engine, but they did 
not collapse. 

ISLAM'S NARROW ESCAPE. . 

The San Francisco members of the 
Mystic Shrine, consisting of Islam 
Temple, their wives and daughters, who 
were in attendance at the conclave of 
the order in Los Angeles, returned yes- 
terday to this city, and were the first 
to arrive since the fearful train wreck 
at Honda. 

The train which carried the Shriners 
doomed to death in the wreck, left 
Los Angeles ten minutes after the Is- 
lam Temple special. By some unac- 
countable working of fate, the first 
train, containing the party that arrived 
yesterday, passed safely, at a mile-a- 
minute clip, over the very spot at 
which the following train was wrecked.

HOUSE'S SUCCESS. 


Hig Ready Mind Conceived the Air 
Brake Long Before He Could Get 
Capitalists Interested—His Advent 
Into the Electrical Field as Inventor 
and Manufacturer. 


The second in the series of “ro- 
mances of success” published in Every- 
body’s Magazine is the career of 
George Westinghouse. The name fro- 
mance is a misnomer. The contrast be- 
tween early poverty and apparent fail- 
ure and the later magnificent success 
is picturesque but not romantic. The 


| story is ane of indomitable energy, 


quickness to seize opportunity, and a 
large share of the rare faculty called 
inventiveness. There is no mystery, no 
magic, no interposition of powerful and 
unexpected allies, just plain sticking 
to work. 

George Westinghouse showed his 
ability to cling to a fixed purpose and 
bide his time when he kept at his 
parents for permission to enlist in the 
Union army. Two years after he had 
tried to slip away and had been 
brought back he enlisted at the age of 
16 and served three years, to the end 
of the war. Soon after his return from 
the war the sight of a train off the 
track suggested to him the Invention 
of replacement frogs. He secured cap- 
ital with which to start a factory, 
and marrieqd on:the strength of his 
expectations. On account of a quarrel 
with his partners he abandoned the 
factory to them and, still holding his 
valuable patent, moved from Schenec- 
tady to Pittsburgh, with which city he 
has been identified ever since. 

HIS CLAIM TO FAME. 

The invention of the air brake is 
Westinghouse’s greatest claim to fame. 
He had been working over the prob-. 
lem of a way to stop trains quickly 
when he read in a magazine of 
use of compressed air in constructing 
the Mont Cenis tunnel. He saw at 
once that here was the agent, more re- 
liable than steam and more power- 
ful than any mechanism which could 
be controlied from the engine, with 


which to bring a train to a sudden) 
It was hard to find any one to’ 


stop. 
listen to him. One famous 

man threw away a fortune by con- 
temptuously refusing even to consider 
a way of stopping trains with air. But 
Westinghouse kept at the search for 
capital to float his invention with the 
same pertinacity with which he had 
pursued the idea, and finally, in April, 
1868, was able to see it adopted and 
used to advantage. 

The same pertinacity led to his dis- 
covery of a way to control the flow of 
natural gas and make it possible to 
pipe it to a distance. To bring it from 
the well in small pipes under great 
pressure and then distribute it by 
larger pipes under less pressure was a 
simple thing, but it took Westinghouse 
to think of it. By this method there 
is less waste from leakage, and the 
area within which naturel gas may be 
used has been greatly increased. 

But the most important application 
of this principle was not to gas, but 
electricity. At one time only the di- 
rect current was known in the trans- 
mission of electricity for power, and 
the difficulties Ip its use limited the 
field tor electric power from natural 
sources to the immediate vicinity of 
the manufacture of the electricity. 


HIS READY MIND. 


One day Westinghouse happened to 
read of the experiments of two Eng- 
iish scientisis with an alternating cur- 
rent. It struck him at once that they 
were doing with electricity just what 
he had done with gas, sending it to a 
distance under great pressure and then 
transforming it for use. Within twen- 
ty-four hours his agent was on his way 
to Europe to buy the American rights 
of the discovery. Electric power for 
factories, railroads and other pur- 
poses was made possible, and the 
range of the use of ithe current gene- 
rated by the falls at Niagara or in the 
heart of the mountains increased from 
if-dezen miles to hundreds of 
m . 

There are now twenty-six Westing- 
house companies, of fificen of which he 
is president, and all of which he con- 
trols. There are 30,000 workmen in his 
employ. But his importance to the 
world does not lie in the excellence 
or the quantity of his manufactures.

Gen. Baron Kuroki, his gtaft and 
party, accompanied by Gen. L. E.

Gen. Kuroki and party were met at 
Old Point Comfort Pier by Gen.

All honors were accorded the distin- 
guished Japanese and after perakfast

FOAT ASHORE 
BUT MAN GONE. 


UNDOUBTEDLY DROWNED OFF 
SAN PEDRO. 


Returning to Vessel in Outer Har- 
bor After Having Reowed Some of 
the Crew to An Inner Harbor Deck 
the Seaman is Blown Far East- 
ward and Search Fails to Find Him. 


SAN PEDRO, May 13.—A long boat 
which drifted ashore empty at the 
bath-house at Long Beach, at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon, was identified as the one 
in which Bogtswain Harry Hendrick- 
son left the barkentine Amazon yes- 
terday. That 
drowned is now accepted as a fact. 

The boat, when it came ashore, was 
upside down and much battered. Its 
sail was torn. It was recognized by

Hendrickson, who was 28, had come 
ashore from the barkentine, which 
was at anchor in the outer harbor. He 
brought some of the crew of his ves- 
sel.

Before 
leaving the wharf the sailor took the 
precaution to take on several sacks of

After rounding Dead Man's Island, 
the boat was blown about two miles 
towards Long Beach, where it was 
noticed by some of the crew on the 
Amazon. They impatiently waited for 
Hendrickson to hoist a sail with which 
the boat was provided. When they 
found that he was getting farther and 
farther away, and had not put up the 
sail, the cruiser Charleston, lying near 
by, was signalled to and immediately 
manned a boat which was sent to the 
aid of the satlor. 

Before the boat from the Charleston 
was much more than 
drickson and the boat 
peared, probably having been 
in a heavy sea. 
| The Charleston's boat cruised around 
for an hour or two, trying to locate 
the unfortunate sailor or his beat. 

Capt. Oraff gives it as his opinion 
that Hendrickson bably loaded the 
boat with too much ballast, and has 
given the sailor up as lost.
